Explosion Target. 


Explosion of a “labor war” bomb in 
the loop last night was the latest act 
in defiance of State’s Attorney Crowe, 
Judge Kickham Scanlan and other 
civic leaders who are endeavoring to 
curb the lawlessness of labor leaders. 

The bomb was thrown through a 
transom of the office of the financial 
secretary of the Chicago Federation 
of Musicians, at 175 West Washington 
street ,jjust after he had left the place. 
No one was injured, but considerable 
damage was caused to the building. 

The bomb is believed by the police 
a result of the recent troubles which 
have been seething among the members 
of the musicians’ organizations, in 
which President Joseph F. Winkler 
Was stabbed and Business’ Agent 
Ralph O’Hara pulled away from the or- 


Blast Starts Fire. 

Police and firemen believe the bomb 
was cOmposed of dynamite with an in- 
cendiary content as a small blaze start- 
ed immediately following the explo- 
sion. The desire for fire by the bomb- 
ers is ascribed by the police to an in- 
tention to destroy the records of the 
musicians’ union. 

Charles Runge, financial] secretary 
of Local No. 10 of the union, had been 
working in his office until twenty min- 
utes before the blast. At 9:15 he de- 
parted to eat his lunch at a nearby 
restaurant. The clock on the wall was 
— at 9:35 o’clock by the explo- 
sion. 

A hole about eighteen inches in diam- 
eter was torn through the floor by the 
bomb, sending a sheet of flame into 
the room below, occupied by the kitch- 
en of Thompson’s restaurant. 


Restaurant Chef Injured. 


The chef, Warner Thieman, 6151 
South Halsted street, was slightly in- 
jJured by being thrown against an ice- 
box by the explosion. James Coyne, 
570 North Clark street, the dishwasher, 
was plunged forward into the sink. 

Twenty musicians in a hall on the 
third floor fled to the street. Guests 
in the Washington hotel, two doors 
west, felt the explosion, and consider- 
able commotion was caused among 
members of the Elks’ club, just across 
the street. ‘ 

Windows were broken and a large 
crack was made in the wall running 
parallel to the stairway from the first 
the second floor. 

The bomb caused a total confusion 
umong the records of the union, as 
-abinets and filing cases were burst 
~pen by the explosion. Some were 
pushed through the hole in the floor 
nade by the explosion as firemen 
worked to keep the fire from spread- 
ng.

GERMANY’S GOLD 
RESERVE IS GONE; 
BANKERS GLOOMY 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service. ] 
BERLIN, March 18.—The dollar to- 
day reached its highest quotation for 


this year, bringing 283 marks to the 
dollar. Persistent rumors were circu- 
lated on the bourse that the reichsbank 
has reached the bottom of the gold in 
its purse. 

The depletion of the reichsbank’s re- 
serves is not only important on account 
of the increasing difficulty of the gov- 
ernment in paying the 31,000,000 gold 
marks [$7,750,000] reparations install- 
ments every ten days, but it removes 
the most important means of keeping 
up the value of the mark. . 

The previous policy of the reichs- 
bank in dumping foreign currency for 
the purpose of holding up the crum- 
pling mark is now impossible, and bank 
circles, which previously were opti- 
mistic, are now uttering the most dis- 
mal prophecies, partly propaganda and 
partly real, that the mark will collapse 
entirely unless immediate relief in the 
shape of a moratorium: is forthcoming.

PRISON; TERROR 


REIGN FEARED 


Pacifist Indian Rebel Gets 
Six Years. 


LONDON, March 18.—[{United Press.] 
—Mohandas K. Gandi, Noncodperation- 
ist Indian leader, has been tried and 
sentenced to six years’ imprisonment, 
according to a news ney dispatch 
from Ahmedabah, received today.

Keep Up Spinning Wheel ‘ War.’ 

AHMEDABAB, British India, March 
18.—[By the Associated Press.]—The 
arrest of Gandhi and the restraint 
placed upon the country have consider- 
ably advanced the Khalifat and Swaraj 
causes, and the Noncodperationist lead- 
er’s arrest will not alter the program 
outlined at Bardoli recently, which in- 
cludes individual civil disobedience, ac- 
cording to the working committee of 
the all-India congress committee, as ex- 
pressed in a resolution carried today. 

The committee says that it considers 
universal adoption of the spinning 
wheel and the use of hand spun ma- 
terials essential to attainment of the 
country’s goal. 


DECLARES VIOLENCE NEAR. 


While Gandhi, the noncodperation- 
ist leader of India, pleaded with his fol- 
lowers after his arrest to avoid all 
forms of violence, Taraknath Das, in- 
ternational secretary and Chicago rep- 
resentative of the Friends of Freedom 
for India, predicted yesterday the sen- 
tence of the leader will lead almost 
immediately to Violent outbreaks. 

“With the removal of Gandhi, the 
moderate leader of the 
noncodperation movement, from the 
field of action by his prison sentence, 
India enters into a new stage of polit- 
ical unrest,” he said. “ There will be 
more general unrest, more nonpay- 
ment of taxes, and more vigorous boy- 
cott of English, and this will bring 
forth a reign of terror in India under 
the direction of British cabinet, dom- 
inated by conservative leadership of 
Curzon and others. Gandhi has been 
put in jail, not because he was preach- 
ing sedition, but because he was tak- 


ing all precaution against the Britigh/ 


plan of bringing about a civil war in 
India.”

Not clever, to be sure, but what did it 
matter with him about his cleverness? 
Once he landed it was usually cur- 
tains for the show. 

Didn’t Philadelphia Jack O’Brien cut 
him to pieces for nine rounds in a ten 
round jam? And didn’t Steve have 
old Jack on the floor, dead to the world, 
four seconds before the,.end of one of 
the greatest fights ever seen in a prize 
ring? While Ketchel lasted he was too 
much for the middleweights, and he 
had to step out anc fight tne heavy- 
weight boys. : 

Ketchel’s fights against Billy Papke 
and Joe Thomas will go down in box- 


ing history as the greatest fights ever. 
"Great as was the original Jack Demp- 
sey when he was champion of the mid- 
dleweight boys, we think that Stanley 
Ketchel is entitled to first honors as 
the greatest of them all. 

Must Give Fitz Place. 

Now for the light heavyweight fight- 
ers, and no list of all time champions 
would be complete without including 
the great Bob Fitzsimmons. We pur- 
posely kept Old Freckles out of the 
middleweight discussion, although he 
was the champion in that class at one 
time. Bob was essentially a light 
heavyweight, although he held the 
heavyweight honors and probably was 
one of the greatest fighters that ever 
held the title in that division. 

Bob Fitzsimmons must be included 
in this list. We appreciate that there 
are those who entertain the belief 
that Fitzsimmons was the greatest 
fighter of all time, but inasmuch as 
Robert is not our choice as king of 
the heavyweights, we are installing 
him as the greatest light heavyweight 
boxer of all time. , 

Jeffries Best Big ’Un. 

For the heavyweight rung we have 
selected Jim Jeffries. in making this 
selection we wavered between the big 
boilermaker and Jack Dempsey. While 
we believe that Jack Dempsey has the 
speed of a Corbett, the hitting ability 
of Fitzsimmons, and the endurance of 
a Jeffries, he never has had the op- 
portunity to prove it as yet, while 
Jeffries had to prove everything he 
ever had. 

Think of the men that Jeffries had to 
beat. The list included the great Fitz- 
simmons, the rugged Sharkey, the 
giant Gus Ruhlin, the clever Jim Cor- 
bett, and the great Peter Jackson, and 
in most cases he had to turn the trick 
twice to prove his superiority among 
that big field. No pygmies or setups 
for Jeffries. No undersized Carpentiers 
or chicken hearted Fultons in that 
collection. 


Wreck When Beaten by Joanson. | 

Jeffries as a mere recruit went in 
and beat the great Fitzsimmons, and 
repeated the dose a year later, al- 
though nearly killed by Fitz before he 
got over the crusher. Jeff had every- 
thing—speed, awkward cleverness and 
great hitting ability. He was a wreck 
when beaten by Jack Johnson, but in 
his day Jim Jeffries, in our opinion, 
was the greatest heavyweight that 


ever lived.

It is quite as popular in March as it was 
in October. 

A more frank exposition of the drape 
occurs in the model of tan twill second from 


the left. This dress, inspired quite evidently 


by a famous model of Callot’s, is indeed rep- 
resentative of our leading interest. And it 
brings out strongly one point. The skirts of 
these new frocks are neither long nor short. 
It all depends upon the angle from which 
you take up your binoculars. Thanks to 
these draped effects and also to skirts which 
are often cut into deep points at the sides, 
hems are as moody as hens. They are long 
one minute and short the next. 

The dress I have just described is notable 
for its trimming details, as well as for its 


line. For it makes use of the ladderlike ar- 
rangement of self-strips stressed by so many 


-French houses. These strips‘are charming 


in the crépe frocks, and one delightful after- 
noon model of the vivid green now noted so 


constantly stands out in a large collection 


because of this treatment used, as in the 
illustration, down the top of the sleeve. In 
the case of the crépe, however, the sleeves 
are extremely wide. |

We sometimes act as though there 
was some hocus-pocus in number or In 
exact formulas. Valuable as number 
is in helping us to exactness, it can- 
not be applied to everything. In gen- 
eral, the more quality an edible thing 
has the less you can impose a formula 
upoh it. Yow must allow for varia- 
tions. Pectin and acid and aroma and 
flavor are all fruit quality things. Na- 
ture secretes different proportions of 
pectin, at different times, in the same 
sort of, frult. We know that grapes 
just short of ripeness make better jel- 
lies than grapes which have ripened. 
Some people have said this was be- 
cause the grapes contain more pectin 
then. Perhaps they do, but they cer- 
tainly contain more acid—our sense 
of taste tells us that—to make the pec- 
tin effective. 

Yet we must not make the mistake 
of thinking we can be less carefu! 
where we cannot apply number to our 
manipulations. We must be even more 
eareful than when we can proceed by 
rule of thumb. It requires more intel- 
ligent alertness to the qualities of what 
we are handling. ; 


Number of Oranges to Lemons. 

The proportion of lemons to sweet 
oranges seems to be according to gen- 
eral practices of different makers, one 
lemon to four oranges.

is a formula which reads: Three large 
oranges, one lemon, four pounds of 
sugar, nine glasses of water. Of 
course, an acid orange like the Seville 
is sufficient unto Itself. 


Amount of Water to Use. 


The commonest prescribed measure 
of water is three pints to one pound 
of fruit, or it is accurate enough to 
say three times the measure of fryft. 
But suppose we had oranges only, ‘and 
these only slightly acid, yet contain- 
ing enough to set a certain amount of 
liquid pectin. We then get an 
excelient marmalade by using only 
measure for measure of water, or pos- 
sibly a cup and a half of water to 
each cup of fruit. This would be ask- 
ing but little when we might ask much, 
since by adding a reasonable amount 
of lemon juice or substitute we could 
get three times the quantity of mar- 
malade. Any fruit with a large amount 
of pectin can be stretched in jelly- 
making by adding acid just as the 
pectin can be stretched by making 
successive extractions from the fruit.

Two English Recipes. 

Remembering that bitter oranges 
are ucid, we can understand this Eng- 
lish suffrage recipe with the title “‘ Ma- 
deira marmalade,” which reads: “ One 
dozen bitter oranges, one-half dozen 
sweet oranges, three lemons. Slice 
the fruit thin, cutting each one in 
quarters, and taking out the pips. To 
every pound of sliced fruit add three 
pints of water. Let it stand for twen- 
ty-four hours, and then boil until the 
chips are qtfite tendtr. Let it stand 
again for twenty-four hours. Weigh 
the boiled fruit, and to every pound 
of fruit add one pound of sugar, and 
boil again for half an hour to an hour, 
as the marmalade should be clear and 
well jellied.”’ 


The other one has the simple title 
“orange marmalade,” with the addi- 
tion “very good indeed,” and reads: 
“Cut the oranges as thin as possible, 
taking out the pips. To every pound 
of it add three pints of cold water, 
let it stand twenty-four hours; then 
boil dintil perfectly tender, and stand 
till the following day.

“THEY ARE WEARING FANCY 
VESTS AGAIN. 


YORK.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.J]—-There is nothing 
new in the world. This applies 
not only to the sphere of chem- 

istry but also to the world of fashion. 
Style is but a cycle. We are con- 
stantly reviving the old because we 
camnot invent the new. This does 
nét mean that we shall necessarily 
turm once more to such ancient cos- 
tummes as the doublet and hose, al- 
though there is no reason why we 
should not. Have we not adopted 
knickerbockers as a holiday relief 
» from trousers? Hundreds of years 
ago, before the Romans conquered 
Britain, the forerunners of the pres- 
ent English citizens were wearing long 
trousers. Then trousers went out of 
fashion for a few,hundreds of years. 
Now they are again in style. 

All this leads up to the fact that 
| we have at present obviously bor- 
rewed from the past of 100 years or 
go ago, and are wearing fancy vests. 
Ever since the beginning of the 
eighteenth century there has been a 
great deal of attention paid to waist- 
coats. Much mention is made in 
the annals of clothes, both in England 
and America, of rich flowered silk and 
| satin vests, plush and veivet of bright 
' color. At the end of the eighteenth 
fs and the beginning of the nineteenth 
. centuries, the waistcoat was almost the 
f most impurcant part of a man's cos- 
tumme. A record from 1794 gives the 
S'inwentory of a man’s wardrobe, and 
[-wgderstand that the great English 
' statesman Fox and the famous writer 
Lerd Carlisie “made a journey froin 
f Paris to Lyons for the sole purpose 

af procuring something new in waist- 
| comts, and talked of nothing else by 
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having taken its place, except in the 
case of evening clothes. But four 
or five years ago there arose a tre- 
mendous demand for the novelty vest 
among certain groups. The popular- 
ity soon died down, but this season 


it 48 again picking up, and more and 
more lookers out for the novel and 
different are adopting the fad. 

So far the conservative men have 
shied clear of it, for the game old rea- 
son that it is off the beaten track. We 
must except, of course, those elderly 
business men who always wear a white 
pique waistcoat with business suits. 
Conservative people possibly associate 
the odd vest with vaudevillians or third 
class actors who delight in startling 
models of huge checked design of loud 
coloration, but the fancy vest does not 
necessarily mean this. Any attempt to 
overdo the idea, to wear loud vests 
would be decidedly bad taste. Yet 
there is no reason why a modest waist- 
coat of odd color or material should not 
be worn by the well dressed man. 

Especially in hot weather, when 
vests are worn by men who are careful! 
in their dress and yet find a worsted 
one only an added warmth, is the fancy 
waistcoat valuable. Linen or pongee 
is a cool substitute. Some of the manu- 
facturers make lightweight vests with 
most of the back cut out, as the model 
in the drawing on the left. 

Even lightweight flannel, which is 
the other popular material used in 
fancy waistcoats, is cooler than woolen 
materials. Most flannel is imported 
from England, and is in best taste in a 
solid color, tannish gray or buff, or 
with a pin stripe or a three-dighths or 
three-quarters inch check of black and 
white, black and blue, or black, blue, 
and brown.

PRACTICAL NEEDLE 


SEWING FOR THE CHILDREN. 


MONG the fascinating belong- | 
ings of the small baby one al 


ways counts a doub.e gown as 
one of the necessities, «nd one 
that every mother will like is made of | 


fine white cheese cloth. It is linea with 
the same material and between the two 
is a layer or cotton batting. One can’t 
imagine anything much softer or 
lighter or warmer for the small baby. 

Of course, it should be made quite 
loose, allowance being made also for 
‘he Interlining. The outside should be 
stitched up, and the seams pressed 
Dpen: then the neck, front edger, and 
pottom are marked for turning in. The 
interlining is cut like the outside, ex- 
cept that seams are not allowed, and 
it is pinned and then basted in place, 
after which the shoulder and under 
arm seams may be easily catchstitched 
together. The edges of the garment 
are turned up over the batting, and 
basted down. Then the outside is 
tacked at intervais to the cotton 
batting with worsted. : 

The lining is stitched together an 
pinned in place, the edges turnel in 
to match the outside, and finished with 
a rather deep blanket stitch in the 
worsted. 

The sleeves are set in ones, finished 
at the bottom with the blanket stitch. 
Narrow ribbon ties the gown together 
at the neck, and that is all there is to .

The tragedy of “Hamlet” is not that final scene which moved even the 

hardy and expeditious Fortinbras—Hamlict’:: antithesis—to exclaim, “O, proud 
death, what feast is toward in thine eternal cell?” 
highly exciting and thought-provoking story has been lectured and essayed 
almost to death. The generality of mankind—which is Macaulayese for most 
people—get at “ Hamlet,” if they get at it at all,-through the lectures and 
essays. They do not get at it. through the sole method which would make it 
their possession. That method is to read it with the Furness variorum edition 
of “ Hamlet,” which will give back to us the significance of some of the grand, 
sinewy, savory old words in the play that have dropped out of current speech— 
or have become blurred and enfeebled—and which will impart much of the ex- 
traordinarily picturesque and often very illuminating sidelights and fullglares 
which actors have brought to bear on the role of Hamlet. That edition, two 
portly volumes, will cost you $12, but, if you really wish to know Shakespeare, 
you will never make a better buy. The way of knowing which it makes possi- 
ble is not boresome. Sometimes it becomes as exhilarating as a game. 
; I feel sorry for a boy or a girl that sits down to “ Hamiet” without a 
helper. And yet it is without helpers that the poor lambs have these master 
works thrust upon them. The youngling is expected to catch up, as he 
reads, a knowledge and an understanding of things which his elders neither 
know nor understand. So reading,~he must ‘many a time wonder what the 
people in “Hamlet” are raving about. He will come upon the words “ ex- 
travagant and erring” (Act I., Scene 1, Line 154) where they are used in a sense 
that implies neither absurdity nor wrongdoing, but only wandering. He will 
find the words “admire,” “admired,” and “admiration” used in a sense that 
has so little to do with the sense of an enthusiastically favorable impression 
that to read them in that sense is sometimes to reduce the text to gibberish and 
sometifi¥és to distort it. 

There is more than the mere learning of new-old definitions in digging into 
words which, as you might say, drifted away from us across a sea of cen- 
turies and now are cast, maimed and chagged, upon the shore of our time. 
They become, if we will tenderly examine them, messengers to us from our 
fathers that have lain three hundred years in their grave, speaking to us their 
speech, 

The fancy is pretty enough—but let us be specific: Let us, as Hamlet says 
to the First Player, “study, for a need, some dozen or sixteen lines,” starting 
with the thrill Shakespeare Wanted te communicate to his seller auditora. Did

phere in upon a scene with surer swiftness and precision! What do you glean 
from this staccato half page? I glean first that in the mind of the man who 
utters the first two words of the play a state of terribie nervous tension pre- 
vails; for any soldier will tell me that Bernardo, when he challenges a sentinel, 
violates dhe of the fundamentals of military usage. Therefore he, himself a 
soldier, must be in a high state of excitement, or of anxiety—or both—so to err. 
Thus Shakespeare, with the first two werds of his play, rouses the interest of 
our soldier-spectator. Pregnant words in themselves, then, and the source also 
of a fine phrase by that prince of fact-givers and analysts, Samuel Coleridge; 
for, of this faug pas of Bernardo’s, he said, "A brave man is nove? a> peremy- 
tory as when he fears that he is afraid.” 
The sentinel resents the breach curtly, and says, “ Nay, answer me,” and 
Bernardo replies, “ Long live the king!” Now, watch your step, for you will 
be saying that “ Long live the king!” was the password for the night. It was 
not. In Shakespeare’s time—and this play is a picture of Elizabethan England 
at the end of the sixteenth century, and not of Denmark in the eleventh, which 
was the real Hamlet's time—in Shakespeare’s time, I say, “ Long live the 
king” was the equivalent of the phrase “A friend,” which we give when we 
are challenged by a sentry. / 
We approach this sentry, Francisco, and learn, apropos of nSthing except 
that he is glad to be off watch, that he is “sick at heart.”” About what? Ah, 
Shakespeare does not tell. He is busy with color—laying it on boldly, shrilly— 
in staccato, as it were. He must work fast. He,does. He has used eight and a 
half lines (two of them of one word each), and given you tension, cold and 
melancholy, and a watch being very strictly kept. We have been hurled into 
the situation, 
Once, in the state theater of Sweden, I saw them emphasize al! this bleak- 
ness and mystery in a masterly way.- The stage was almost dark. The four 
entering and departing soldiers moved against a kind of bluish darkness— 
battlements and a chill sky very faintly and remotely indicated. But you did 
not lose their faces—neither the anxious one of Bernardo, nor the skeptical one 
of Horatio, nor yet the expectant one of Marcellus. For, to the left of the stage 
as you faced it glowed a brazier, and as the shuddering men passed to and 
they would pause sometimes before it and warm their numbed fingers, and 
as they bent above it its red glow shone upward upon their faces—darkness all 
It was masterly. They had gripped Shakespeare. 
The obvious disclosures from a moderately attentive reading of Shake- 
speare are not negligible. There are some not so obvious, and they demand 
stricter attention. Carlyle said that he who knows only his own language 
knows not any. However that may be, it is certain that he who knows his own 
language in only one period of its development knows very little about it and 
misses a great deal of important word history. Bernargo speaks of Heratio 
and Marcellus as “the rivals of my watch.” If you read the word only in the 
sense it has today, you will read precisely the opposite to what Bernardo meant. 
He meant neighbors, partners, for he used the word in its original significance 
of near neighbors (rivales) by the same brook (rivus). In the first printed text) 
of “Hamlet” Bernardo “did say “ partners of my watch.” Why did Shake- 
speare make the change? We do not know. But we get a fleeting glimpse of 
him at Work. In any case this is the only place in all his plays where he used 
rials in its earlier sense. — 

Go now .to line 41 in this scene. The Ghost appears to the soldiers, and 
instantly Marcellus says to Horatio, “ Thou art a scholar; speak to it.” Why 
does he say that? Because Latin was the language of exorcism, and only 
scholars had Latin. Try line 65 of this same scene. Marcellus is saying that 
twice before has the Ghost come and “ jump at this dead hour.” Jump was a 
legitimate-adverb in Shakespeare's time, and meant “ just,” but was considered 
stronger. Toward the close of this scene the stage directions say “The cock 
crows,” whefeat the Ghost, vanishes. When Garrick played Hamlet the 
audience used to hear the sound of cock crowing. Now such business would 
only rouse laughter. 

Thus does taste change with the lessening of man’s credulity. Everything 
is valid if everything is belleved. In England, so late as Garrick’s time, you 
would find that nine-tenths of your theaterful believed in ghosts.

“The Hairy Ape” resem- 
bles the same author’s “ Emperor Jones ” only in the 
formal aspects of its curious construction in the 
eight stage pictures which O'Neill prefers to the traditional three acts.

An Author’s Grim Privileges. 

Of course, in no play do the characters have much privacy frouk the 
author. e can strip and libel at will. The author has all the privileges of 
a ferret, the characters none of those of the hunted rabbit.

A decent author will not take the ultimate privilege of the ferret and gnaw 
his prey after it is caught. But Q’Neill has no gentle scruples. He writes the 
history of a man who never had a chance, following him from indignity to 
indignity, from stokehold to park bench, to jail, to death, heaping on him the 
final indignity of thf} photographic record of his many shames.

Being Late at the Play: the 
-Playgoer Speaks His Mind

OME reference was made in this column last Sunday to the experience ef 
a theatrical manager who has declined to seat late comers during the 
progress of the first act of his play. Having encountered objection to this 
procedure and finding himself between the Scylla and Charybdis of offend- 
ing this or that type of patron, the harried gentleman expressed a desire to 
know what the majority of the public would like. 

This seems fair enough, and inasmuch as a newspaper is nothing if tf ts 
not a palladium of its readers’ Ifberties, it seems Se 
more than right that they, as friends of the court, be 
permitted something in the way of a.reply. Many 
letters on the subject have been received by the dra- 
matic editor. All, in stentorian tones, give voice 
variously to a single conviction. Thus: 

We visit New York periodically, and there ts little 
to do there outside of going to theaters in the evening. 
I fail to remember ever going to a show in New York 
that started on time and at which at least half a dozen 
or ten people did not crawl all over me without giving 
me time to get up and let them by, especially if I had 
an aisle seat. 

We went to.see tn Chicago Saturday night 
and enjoyed what little of it we heard. As a matter of 
fact, it could have been in pantomime as far as we 
were concerned, since the entire first act was taken up 
by a lot of our promihent citizens who were late.

But Walter 
de la Mare has seen it. He knows all the machinations of the sunlight, of the 
elves, of the fairies, of the little folk of life. He sees all the beauty over- 
tones of life, and he, unlike most of us, has the power of catching those over-

\ In “Memoirs of a Midget” he has written a book bubbling with overtones 

_—if one can use such an expression. Sometimes they drown out the theme. 

Sometimes one thinks that they ARE the theme. It pretends to be the 

‘memoirs of a tiny little woman, the rd, especially of one year of her life 

when, with protecting father and mother both dead, she faces regular sized 
life alone, and finds it—what every spiritual changeling knows it is. 

There is a mystery about the Midget, a mental mysticism which leaves 
one with a sense of having looked into the heart ofr a fairy. 
: Miss M. is, for the more practical, just a midget whose experiences are 
not too bizarre, but for those who believe that in the flittery shadows of moonlight 
the little people dance, it is a book almost of magic. There is in it some of 


the most exquisite writing in the English language. That alone should endear 
it to readers whose ears must have lost much of their cunning by the too 
gaudy cacophonies of much modern prose. 

It is not a book which can be read at a sitting. It is a long book, a de- 
ding book. To the person who takes his literature “bottoms up,” “ Me- 
noirs of a Midget” will give little pleasure.

opened last Sunday in the east wing

Sal- 
mon have been greatly depleted within 
recent years and practical fishermen 
predict the ultimate extermination of 
the salmon unless present methods of 
fishing be abandoned in favor of a less 
destructive process. 

The rivers and other fresh water 
streams are stidambundantly supplied 
with trout, grayling, and other edible 
fish. bows running up to twenty 
pounds or more have occasionally been 
hooked in some waters. : 

Big Game Pientiful. 
Trapping is at present at a low e 
in Alaska, although ft was never so 
important as young people are apt to 
believe. The money in the fur business 
and the romance surrounding it center 
about the big buyers and dealers, not 
the lonely wilderness hermit, whose 
annual catch is but a trifling contribu- 
tion to an individual buyer’s colleqjon. 

Big game, such as moose, bear, and 
caribu, is as plentiful as ever. Indeed, 
there are probably more bears in 
Alaska than twenty years ago. For 
some reason the mountain sheep are 
less plentiful than formerly, except in 
the Mount McKinley district. Deer, 
which are indigenous to southeastern 
Alaska only, are still plentiful, but not 
so numerous as in former years. 
Feathered game varies quantity 
from year to year, much as do the 
smaller fur bearers. Land furs taken 
in Alaska average in money value 
about one#ighth the aquatic fur corp.

Illinois Farmers T e 
“Stock of Spring eeds 


With most of. the old wheat crop 
off the farms and the time approach- 
ing for the fields to become green, IIli- 
nois farmers are becoming interested 
in the coming wheat crap. Du 
the last few weeks they have been out 
examining their fields and speculating 
on the prospects for this year’s har- 
vest. Reports from A. J. Surratt, agri- 


cultural statistician of Illinois, say that 
winter wheat has been damaged to 
some extent in scattered acres from 
the freezing and thawing of the 
ground, and roots of some of the 
wheat have been exposed by the high 
winds blowing the soil over the fields. 
Rains in the central and southern 
part of the state have benefited the 
winter wheat, and the crop as a whole 
is still in good condition. 7 

The fact that there is a heavy d 
mand for clover seed over the entire 
state indicates that farmers are get- 
ting land back in legumes to give it a 
rest and build up the fertility. 

Farmers are not worrying much 
about the labor problem this spring. 
Reports indicate that farm labor is 
plentiful, and farmers are planning to 
do as much work as they can in order 
to cut down expenses. :

The man 
who markets a litter of seven makes a 
dollar more a hundred than the man 
who sells a litter of four. 


They Call Free Seed 
«Campaign Cigars” 
Free garden seed is not wanted by 
farmers, according to J. W. Cover- 
dale, secretary of the American Farm 
Bureau federation. In commenting 
on the agricultural appropriation bill, 
which provides $360,000 for govern- 
ment free seed,, Mr. Coverdale said: 
“Farmers do not want free seed; 
They view with disgust the action 
of any congressman in sending them 
a lot of free cucumber seed, designed 
primarily to take the place of cam- 
paign cigars. This little item of $360,- 
000 for government free seed would be 
a good -place to begin governmental 
economy. The farm bureau is unal- 
terably opposed to free seed and has 
gone on record time and again to this 
effect.” 


Fighting Cattle Disease.

Will Ask Tariff Protection. * 

The Illinois committee will not only 
eneourage farmers to grow the bean 
and aid in supplying the domestic de- 
mand which has heretofore been met 
by foreign growers but will wage a 
fight to secure tariff protection which 
will enable the American farmer to 
compete on equal terms with the cheap 


Illinois farmers will be strongly sup- 
ported by the farm bureau in securing 
this tariff.

“The surplus of corn can be greatly 
by planting more legumes, 
su as soy beans, clover, and alfalfa, 
and the farmer’s income and the fer- 
tility of his soil will be increased,” said 
Howard Leonard, president of the state 
farm bureau. “In view of the fact 
that a market is now being created for 
soy beans, I believe this crop can be 
safely-and profitably grown in sections 
of Illinois where it is adaptable.” 

Wherever they can be grown suc: 
cessfully in this state county agents. 
crop experts, and men who have al- 
ready grown the crop are urging farm- 
ers to substitute at least a few acres 
of soy beans for corn this spring. 

The committee points out that goy 
beans have never been fully avpifel 
ated in this country because people are 
not familiar with the many different 
ways they can be used for human and 
animal foods, as well as commercially. 
Up to this time American farmers have 
only.made three principal uses of this 
valuable crop—seed, hay, and supple 
mentary feeds.

Has High Protein Content. 

The soy bean is of particular value 
to farmers as feed because of its high 
protein content, containing 33 per 
cent protein and 17 per cent oil. Last 
year farmers in Macon county tried. cut | 
corn and soy beans which ripened 
successively, and by hogging down the 
crops 600 pounds of pork to the acre 
was produced.

They liked the food 
so well that ¢ver ‘since the banquet 
soy beans have been served in a va- 
rigty of ways in the homes in and 
around Decatur. 


People in some of the countries of 
the orient Would chuckle if they 
should heaf of the Decatur dinner, for 
the soy bean has been one of the prin- 
cipal articles of human food for more 
than 5,000 years if many foreign coun- 
tries. It is an annual. leguminous 
plant, native of southeastern Asia, and 
has been cultivated in India, Japan, 


It is the most important legume crop 
grown in these countries. 

It was introduced into the United 
States as early as 1804, but has made 
little progress until the last ten years. 
Today Illinois is far in the lead in its 
production. 


The plant is used as a green manure? 
pasture, and forage; the seeds are used 
as stock feed, fertilizer, and meal, and 
as human food it is used to make crack- 
ers, macaroni, flour, infant, breakfast, 


glycerin, explosives, enamel, soaps, var- 
nish, paints, etc. The green beans are 
used as a vegetable, or they may be 
canned or used in salad. 


Big Demand for Oil. 


There is a great demand for seed this 
season. One eastern firm has placed 
an order for five carloads of seed in 
Champaign county. Evidence of the 
demand is shown by the fact that in 
1918 the oleomargarine industry used 
5,921,000 pounds, lard substitute indus- 
try 56,517,000 pounds, soap factories 
124,053,000 pounds, and other indus-. 
tries—principally paint, oil, and lino- 
leum concerns—used 149,884,914 pounds 
of soy bean oil. Practically‘all of it 
was imported and could easily be sup- 
plied here.
